I know coincidences happen, but I am now wondering if Herbert 
' Harris, in his high position in the State Department, has not had a hand in 
this, and if he has not been behind the sudden decision of the Government not 
to buy any more of our books for overseas libraries and the armed services, 
and the pressure which was put on our foreign publishers not to publish THE 
DEVIL’S ADVOCATE. 




I am the only major be9t-selling novelist in the United -States who 
is not tainted by "liberalism" and Communism, and who has never belonged 
to a Communist front. As a result the press, which is mainly "liberal, " has 
been furiously attacking me for years in their alleged "reviews. ” It seems, 
according to a raft of reviews now coming in about our new book, 'THE SOUND 
OF THUNDER, " that, because I state over and over again in this book, and 
in nation-wide talks, Bhat a man's first duty is to God and his Country, and 
that Communism is a vile heresy against the nature of God and man, that my 
ideas are "anachronistic" and "dectic. " One major review was particularly 
abusive, stating that the book was "unaccountably weighted on the side of 
religion. " Apparently the American Communists, and their fellow-traveling 
liberals, having scored such triumphs against Joe McCarthy, the House ati- 
American Committee, and the FBI, feel strong enough now to attack religion 
in accordance' with their directives from Moscow. - The New York Times, 
who used to give us marvelous reviews until 1946 when they discovered we 
were not "liberals, " always reviewed our books, though abusive since 1946. 

They have not reviewed THE SOUND OF THUNDER, which is unprecedented. 

As one of their editors wrote me in February, 1951, If you wrote WA R AND 
PEACE tomorrow, we'd give you no credit for it. (Our) critics are laying 
for you. " In our bitterness, we are beginning to wonder what protection an 
antiCommunist has xn the United states now, had we been Communists we'd 
have had the enthusiastic support of the press and would now be very wealthyj 
for, as liberal writers told me in New York, with contempt, that had we been 
"liberals" we'd not have had to pay any taxes, or only token payments. Per- 
haps if my husband had fought with the Spanish Communists, as did Hemingway,! 
we'd now be the darlings of the American press arid the Government. 

I h^d always had my suspicions of a psychiatrist in Buffalo, one

relations witnRim several years ago, as his proCommunist remarks angered 
us. He bragged to us that he had three agents of the Internal Revenue Service

me I would "get into trouble. " 1 have just heard, through a friend, that he hh;s 
been openly boasting that he "set" the Internal Revenue Service on us, to "put «

file unity of government which consti- 
tutes you one people, Is also now dear 
to you. It Is justly so; for it is a main 
pillar In the edifice of your real inde- 
pendence; the support of your tranquil- 
ity at home; your peace abroad; of your 
safety; of your prosperity: of that very 
liberty which you so highly prize. But 
as it is easy to foresee that, from differ- 
ent causes and from different quarters 
much pains will be taken, many artifices 
employed, to weaken in your minds the 
conviction of this truth, as this is the 
point in your political fortress against 
which the batteries of internal and exi 
ternal enemies will be most constantly 
and actively (though often covertly and 
Insidiously) directed; it is of infinite 
moment, that you should properly esti- 
mate the Immense value of your national 
union to your collective and individual 
happiness; that you should cherish a 
cordial, habitual, and immovable attach- 
ment to It; accustoming yourselves to 
think and speak of it as the palladium 
of your political safety and prosperity; 
watching for its preservation with Jeal- 
ous anxiety; discountenancing whatever 
may suggest even a suspicion that it can, 
to any event, be abandoned; and indig- 
nantly frowning upon the first dawning 
of every attempt to alienate any portion 
of our country from the rest, or to 
enfeeble the sacred ties which now link 
together the various parts. 

In contemplating^ the causes which 
may disturb our Union, it occurs as mat- 
ter of serious concern, that any ground 
should have been furnished for char- 
acterizing parties by geographical dis- 
criminations . — northern and southern — 

‘ Atlantic and western: whence designing 
men may endeavor to excite a belief that 
there is a real difference of local Inter- 
ests and views. One of the expedients 
of party to acquire influence within par- 
ticular districts, Is to misrepresent the 
opinions and aims of other districts. - 
You cannot shield yourselves too much 
against the jealousies and heart burn- 
ings which spring from these misrepre- 
sentations; they tend to render alien to 
each other those who Ought to be bound 
together by fraternal affection 


Towards the preservation of your gov- 
ernment' and the permanency of your 
present happy state it Is requisite, not 
only, that you steadily discountenance 
Irregular opposition to its acknowledged 
authority, but also that you resist with 
care the spirit of innovation upon its 
principles, however specious the pretext. 
One method of assault may be to effect. 
In the forms of the constitution, altera- 
tions which will Impair the energy of the 
system; and thus to undermine what 
cannot be directly overthrown. In all the 
changes to which you may be Involved, 
remember that time and habit are at 
least as necessary to fix the true charac- 
ter of governments, as of other human 
Institutions: — that experience is the sur- 
est standard by which to test the real 
tendency of the existing constitution of a 
country: — that facility in changes, upon 
the credit of mere hypothesis and opin- 
ion, exposes to perpetual change from 
the endless variety of hypothesis and 
opinion: and remember, especially, that 
for the efficient management of your 
common Interests In a country so exten- 
sive as ours, a government of as much 
vigor ns is consistent with the, perfect 
security of liberty is Indispensable. Lib- 
erty itself will find to such a government, 
with powers properly distributed and ad- 
justed, Its surest guardian. It ls„indeed. 
little else than a name, where the gov- 
ernment is too feeble to withstand the 
enterprises of faction, to confine each 
member of the society within the limits 
prescribed by the laws, and to maintain 
all to the secure and tranquil enjoyment 
of the rights of person and property. 

I have already intimated to you the 
danger of parties to the state, with par- 
ticular references to the founding them 
on geographical discrimination. Let me 
now take a more comprehensive view, 
and worn you in the most solemn man- 
ner against the baneful effects of the 
spirit of party generally. . 

This spirit, unfortunately. Is insepara- 
ble from our nature, having Its root In 
the strongest passions of the human 
mind. — It exists under different shapes 
in all governments, more or less stifled, 
controlled, or repressed; but in those of 
the popular form it Is seen to its greatest 
rankness, and is truly their worst enemy. 

The alternate domination of one fac- 
tion over another, sharpened by the 
spirit of revenge natural to party dissen- 
sion, which in different ages and coun- 
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sentatlves, but It is necessary that public 
"opinions should cooperate. To facilitate 
to them the performance of their duty, it 
is essential that you should practically 
bear in mind, that towards the payment 
of debts there must be revenue; that to 
have revenue there must be taxes, that 
no taxes can be' devised which are not 
more or less Inconvenient and unpleas- 
. ant; that the intrinsic embarrassment 
inseparable from the selection of the 
proper object (which is always a choice 
of difficulties) , ought to be a decisive mo- 
tive for a can did construction of the con- 
duct of the government in m a k i ng it, . 
and for a spirit of acquiescence in the 
measures for obtaining revenue, which 
the public exigencies may at any time 
dictate. 

Observe good faith and justice towards 
all nations; cultivate peace and harmony 
with all. Religion and morality enjoin 
this conduct, and can it be that good 
policy does not equally enjoin it? It will 
be worthy of a free, enlightened, and, at 
no distant period, a great nation, to give 
to mankind the magnanimous and too 
novel example of a people always guided 
by an exalted justice and benevolence. 
Who can doubt but, in the course of time 
and things, the fruits of such a plan 
would richly repay any temporary ad- 
vantages which might be lost by a steady 
adherence to it; can it be that Provi- 
dence has not connected the permanent 
felicity of a nation with its virtue? The 
experiment, at least is recommended by 
every sentiment which ennobles human 
nature. Alas! is it rendered impossible 
by its vices? 

In the execution of such a plan, noth- 
ing is more essential than that perma- 
nent. Inveterate antipathies against par- 
ticular nations and passionate attach- 
ments for others, should be excluded; 
and that In place of them, Just and ami- 
cable feelings towahis all should be cul- 
tivated. -The nation which indulges to- 
wards another an habitual hatred, or an 
habitual fondness, is in some degree a 
slave. It is a slave to its animosity or 
to its afTection, either of which is suffi- 
cient to lead it astray from its duty and 
its interest. Antipathy In one nation 
against another disposes each more . 
readily to offer insult and injury, to lay 
hold of slight causes of umbrage, and to 
be haughty and Intractable when acci- 
dental or trifling occasions of dispute 
occur. Hence, frequent collisions, ob- 
stinate, envenomed, and bloody contests. 
The nation, prompted by ill will and re- 
sentment, sometimes impels to war the 
government, contrary to the best calcu- 
lations of policy. The government some- 
times participates in the national pro- 
pensity, and adopts through passion 
what reason would reject; at other times, 
it makes the animosity of the nation sub- 
servient to projects of hostility, insti- 
gated by pride, ambition, and other sin- 
ister and pernicious motives. The peace 
often, sometimes perhaps the liberty of 
nations, has been the victim.

So likewise, a passionate attachment ' 
of one nation for another produces */;/ ' - 
variety of evils.- Sympathy for the fa- y 
vorite nation, facilitating the illusion of 
an imaginary common Interest In cases 
where no real common interest exists.,. 
and infusing into one -the enmities of 
the other, betrays the former into a pari _,g 
tlclpatlon in the quarrels and wars of 
the latter, without adequate inducements ■ . 
or justifi cations. It leads also to con- 
cessions, to the favorite nation, of prtvi- ■ 
leges denied to others, which is apt 
doubly to Injure the nation making the 
concessions, by unnecessary parting 
with what ought to have been retained. . 
and by exciting Jealousy, ill will, and a 
disposition to retaliate in the parties 
from whom equal privileges are with- 
held; and it gives to ambitious, corrupted 
or deluded citizens who devote them- 
selves to the favorite nation, facility to 
betray or sacrifice the interests of their 
own country, without odium, sometimes 
even with popularity; gilding with the 
appearances of a virtuous sense of obli- 
gation, a commendable deference for 
public opinion, or a laudable zeal for 
public good, the base or foolish compli- 
ances of ambition, corruption, or infat- 
uation. 

As avenues to forelgfi influence in 
innumerable ways, such attachments are 
particularly alarming to the truly en- 
lightened and Independent patriot. How 
many opportunities do they afford to 
tamper with domestic factions, to prac- 
tice the arts of seduction, to mislead 
public opinion, to Influence or awe the 
public councils! — Such an attachment of 
a small or weak, towards a great and 
powerful nation, dooms the former to be 
the satellite of the latter. 

Against the insidious wiles of foreign 
influence, (I conjure you to believe me 
fellow citizens.) the Jealousy of a free 
people ought to be constantly awake; 
since history and experience prove, that 
foreign influence is one of the mast bane- 
ful foes of republican government But 
that Jealousy, to be useful, must be im- 
partial, else it becomes the instrument of 
the very influence to be avoided, instead 
of a defense against it. Excessive par- 
tiality for one foreign nation and ex- 
cessive dislike for another, cause those 
whom they actuate to see danger only 
on one side, and serve' to veil and even 
second the arts of influence on the other. ‘ 

Real patriots, who may resist the in- 
trigues of toe favorite, are liable to be- 
come suspected and odious; while its 
tools and dupes usurp the applause and 
confidence of toe people, to surrender 
their Interest. 

The great rule of conduct for us. in 
regard to foreign nations, is, in extending 
our co mme rcial relations, to have with 
them as little political connection as 
possible. So far as we have already 
formed engagements, let them be ful- 
filled with perfect good faith; — Here let 
us stop. 

Europe has a set of primary Interests. 
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’ ; which to us have Done, or a very remote 
relation. Hence, she must be engaged in 
'£ frequent controversies, the causes of 
, which are essentially foreign to our con- 
11" cerns. Hence, therefore, it must be 
"i unwise in us to implicate ourselves, by 
artificial ties, in the ordinary vicissitudes 
: i of her politics, or the ordinary comblna- 
- " tions and collusions of her friendships or 
enmities. . * • 

Our detached and distant situation 
invites and enables us to pursue a dif- 
ferent course. If we remain one people, 
under an efficient government, the period 
is not far off when we may defy material 
injury from external annoyance; when 
we may take such an attitude as will 
cause the neutrality we may at any time 
resolve upon, to be scrupulously respect- 
ed; when belligerent nations, under the 
impossibility of making acquisitions upon 
us, will not lightly hazard the giving us 
provocation, when we may choose peace 
or war, as our interest, guided by justice, 
shall counsel. 

Why forego the advantages of so 
peculiar a situation? Why quit our own 
to stand upon foreign ground? Why, by 
interweaving our destiny with that of 
any part of Europe, entangle our peace 
and prosperity in the toils of European 
ambition, rivalship, interest, humor, or 
caprice? 

It is our true policy to steer clear of 
permanent alliance with any portion of 
the foreign world ; so far, I mean, as we 
are now at liberty to do it; for let me not 
be understood as capable of patronizing 
infidelity to existing engagements. I 
hold the maxim no less applicable to 
public than private affairs, that honesty 
is always the best policy. I repeat It, 
therefore, let those engagements be ob- 
served in their genuine sense. But in 
my opinion, it Is unnecessary, and would 
be unwise to extend them. 

Taking care always to keep ourselves 
by. suitable establishments, on a re- 
spectable defensive posture, we may 
safely trust to temporary alliances for 
extraordinary emergencies. 

Harmony, and a liberal intercourse 
with all nations, are recommended by 
policy, humanity, and interest. But even 
our commercial policy should hold an 
equal and impartial hand; neither seek- 
ing nor granting exclusive favors or pref- 
erences; consulting the natural course of 
things; diffusing and diversifying by 
gentle means the streams of commerce, 
but forcing nothing ; establishing with 
powers so disposed, hi order to give trade 
a stable course, to define the rights of 
our merchants, and to enable the gov- 
ernment to support them, conventional 
rules of intercourse, the best that present 
circumstances and mutual opinion will 
permit, but temporary, and liable to be 
from time to time abandoned or varied as 
experience and circumstances shall dic- 
tate; constantly keeping in view, that It 
is folly in one nation to look for disin- 
terested favors from another; that it 



must pay with a portion of its lndepend-' ;, Mg 
ence for whatever It may accept under, -C,t. 
that character; that by such acceptance, 

It may place iteeif in the condition vt ‘ 

having given equivalents for nominal 
favors, ahd yet of being reproached with 
ingratitude for not giving more. There 
can be no greater error than to expect, 
or calculate upon real favors from na- , 
tion to nation. It is an illusion which 
experience must cure, which a just pride 
ought to discard. 1 

In offering to you my countrymen, 
these counsels of an old and affectionate 
friend, I dare not hope they will make . 
the strong and lasting impression I could 
wish; that they will control the usual 
current of the passions, or prevent 
our nation from running the course 
which has hitherto marked the destiny 
of nations, but if I may even flatter 
myself that they may be productive of 
some partial benefit, some occasional 
good: that they may now and then recur 
to moderate the fury of party spirit, to 
warn against the mischiefs of foreign 
intrigue, to guard against the Impostures 
of pretended patriotism; this hope will 
be a full recompense for the solicitude 
for your welfare by which they have been ' 
dictated. 

Though in reviewing the incidents of 
my administration. I am unconscious of 
intentional error, I am nevertheless too 
sensible ol my defects not to think it 
probable that I may have committed 
many , errors. Whatever they may be, I 
fervently beseech the Almighty to avert 
or mitigate the evils to winch they may 
tend. I shall also carry with me the hope 
that my country will never cease to view 
them with indulgence; and that, after 
forty-flve years of my life dedicated to its 
service, with an upright zeal, the faults 
of incompetent abilities will be consigned 
to oblivion, as myself must soon be to 
the mansions of rest. 

Relying on its kindness in this as in 
other thines. and actuated by that fer- 
vent love towards It, which is so natural I 

to a man who views in it the native soil 
of himself and his progenitors for several 
generations; I anticipate with pleasing 
expectation that retreat in which 1 I 

promise myself to realize without alloy, 
the sweet enjoyment of partaking, in 
the midst of my fellow citizens, the be- 
nign influence of good laws under a free 
government — the ever favorite object of 
my heart, and the happy reward, as I 
trust, of our mutual cares, labors and 
dangers.

unthoughtful.” 

“Will history justify your con- 
tentions?” he asked. "Or are you 
being led along by some tinkling 
and shadowy illusion that you are . 
the almighty seer and omniscient 
dictator of men’s minds?" 

Mr. Farrar said he made his 
statement to Mr. Hamlin "entirely 
on my own and not at the instiga- 
tion of anyone or any organiza- 
tion.” 

Warned of Appeasement 

Chairman Hamlin announced 
that he had replied to protests from 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union by sending them copies of 
a sermon by the Rt. Rev. Henry 
Wise Hobson. Episcopal bishop of 
Southern Ohio. 

Bishop Hobson warned the 
United States to “shun the road to 
appeasement and to realize that 
man cannot exist half slave and 
half free.” 

A similar letter was sent to Mrs. 
George IV. Thorn of the Erie Coun- 
ty W. C. T. U., who had framed 
the organization’s original letter to 
Mr. Hamlin. 

Mr. Hamlin said he had received 
letters from persons willing to fill 
vacancies resulting from with- 
draw^® from his group.

s ?, e had received many thousand Rueckivanderer Marks on different 
occasions this year, but that she could not recall the exact figures 
She said that these narks were- paid to- her -from an account in one of 
the -.German banks in which they had been deposited as a result of 
royalties paid to her account for her books "Dynasty of Death" and 
"The Earth is the Lords". She stated that these books of hers had 
ootn been best sailers in Germany, as well as elsewhere in the world, 
including the United States, and that she -would advise the writer the 
mounts she had received from Germany for the sale of these books. 


Mrs. REBACK stated further that the subject held handled, 
these transactions for Schoellkopf, Hutton and Pomeroy, but that her 
relations with the subject were none too cordial as her husband was 
Jewish, and that she was known to the subject as being against the 
present regime in Germany . She advised Agent that the German Govern- 
ment had been very friendly to hor and that German newspapers had 
placed her books as shoving many of the frailties of Democratic Govern- 
ments. She said that at one time she had been offered a .German decoration 
by the German Consul in New York City, but that she had declined this 
decoration. She stated that she had difficulty in making a recent 
transfer of seme 10,000 Rueclnvanderer Marks from Germany, and that she 
had finally called^mpp and advised him that she would be glad to have 
him relay information to the German Government that this sum could be 
paid to the German Red Cross for the sole purpose of relieving human 
suffering in Germany. She said that the subject has been especially 
cordial and friendly toward her since she gave him this authority.- 


Mrs. REBACK further advised that several New York 
columnists hadmentioned her name under the question "what American \ 
writer has been the only American writer to receive money from Germany 
for the sale of her books in Germany during recent months?" Mrs. REBACK 
left at the Buffalo Field Office a copy of a translation of a review of 
her books, which review was printed in the Voelkischer Beobachter, Ivuenchen 
(The National Observer, Munich). Mrs. REBACK stated that she resented 
any implications that she -was friendly toward the German Government, but 
felt that she mi^it be able to help the United States, and particularly 
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the Federal Bureau of Investigation, to a greater extent if she. reinaine'd; 
on somewhat friendly terms with the subject in the instant case.;. 

REBACK further stated that she had negotiated with 
riLjsctSBBFfoar a long period of tine regarding thn transfer of g 
funds from Germany, and that finally the subject had suggested that she 
contact the German Consul General in New fork City and see what could 
be done regarding the transfer of money deposited to her account in 
Germany. Upon this recommendation of subject, she had gone to visit 
the Consul General in New York City, and stayed at the Commodore Hotel.

Subsequent to this, she 
stated she had called the subject on the telephone and requested this 
information, and that he had been very disturbed and apparently irritated 
by her request and had talked very gruffly and sharply with her and 
had asked her vjhy she v*-.anted this information, whereupon she had told 
him she want ed the information for purposes of making out her income tax 
before she went to California. The subject had stated that he did not 
know whether he could give her this information and that she should try 
to find out through her own accounts what payments have been made to 
her, but that if she desired, he would check his records and give her 
t.iis information. She advised that she would immediately advise the 
Buffalo Field Office upon receipt of this further information. 

Mrs. REBACK stated that at one time, German bankers had 
suggested that they purchase a home for her in Germany v:it h the money 
deposited in her account, and that she come to Germany with her family 
and live in a beautiful bungalow. She had declined this information 
because she did not trust the German Government, and said that one of

REBACK also caught Madame COUPERUS reading a letter which had been received by 
her, Mra. REBACK, from a German in the British occupied tone of Germany, named 
HELMUT8i(jAHNS , enclosing a chart of the characters in some of her novels, and a 
pioture of him and his family. She had never heard from JAHNS before and he 
claimed to be an admirer of her. She had received this letter from JAHNS about 
three months prior to Madame COUPERUS* visit, and it was still lying about. ■ 
When she caught Madame COUPERUS reading this letter, Madame COUPERUS was smiling 
and remarked what a fine family was reflected in the picture. Mrs. REBACK 
thought this strange that Madame COUPERUS, allegedly a Dutch citieen, should look 
favorably upon a German family. v 

Madame COUPERUS claimed that she .was leaving Buffalo to sing at a 
conoert to celebrate Queen Wllhelmina*6 birthday on September 10 in New York City, 
but Mrs. REBACK stated that she leamod that Queen Wilhelmina’s birthday had been 
at least a month before this date. Madame COUPERUS told Mrs. REBACK that she had 
obtained letters of introduction from people in Holland to other Americans. 


Madame COUPERUS stated that her home was located at Haarlem, Jaoob van 
Lennoplaan 2, Telephone 13162. She claims she has sung throughout Europe, 
particularly, France, England and Holland. She possesses what is apparently a 
Netherlands passport, but. Mrs. REBACK did not know the name of the boat on which 
Madame COUPERUS arrived or the date of entry, but stated that Madame COUPERUS 
indicated she arrived in the United States at New York City sometime during 
August, 1947, Madame COUPERUS indicated she was residing at 257 Haledon Avenue, 
Fatereon, New Jersey, while in the United States but expected to return to 
Holland around October 12, 1947.

Last spring l received a violent leaflet suggesting that Mr. Kennedy 
be "lynched," from Lincoln Rockwell, whose recent letter to me is enclosed. 
Now, I know very well, and so do other people - one who is writing a book 
about it - that Rockwell is an agent provocateur of the Communist Party USA. 

In fact, his lieutenant, Seth Ryan, has been secretly photographed in the 
-very close and amiable company of Gus Hall, the notorious Communist. The 
man who is writing the book - and including documents and photographs - is 
Joe.E. Kamp, who was always a strong conservative. And my husband, as I 
wrote you before, knew from his long experience in the Department the Com- 
munist jargon and terminologyf$?at the language Rockwell uses in his dirty 
little sheets is purely Communistic. 

I sent the leaflet, which urged the murder of the President, to the 
Attorney General in Washington, and I gave him full information as to Rock- 
well's real supporters, which includes the Anti-Defamation League, whatever 
that is . I told the Attorney General that Rockwell was an agent provocateur 
of the Communist Party USA. A certain Oran Waterman, of the Department of , 
Justice in Washington^ wrote me a very cold "article^advising me to study the 
First Amendment to the Constitution which guarantees freedom of speech and 
publication! In short, Rockwell, the crypto-Communist, had every right to 
suggest the murder of the President. I thought there were laws prohibiting 
the urging of mortal attack on anyone. It seems I was mistaken. 

As a famous novelist I am the target of Communist and Leftist liter- 
ature published all over the country. Now, Democrats and Republicans can 
cheerfully or indignantly attack each others' Administrations - and their own - 
but this is not true of the Liberal/Leftist/Communist combine. Their slightest 
complaint is dangerous - and they have long been dissatisfied with Mr. Kennedy 
They thought he'd overthrow our Constitution and set up a Soviet dictatorship. 
He disappointed them, of course. Such novelists as Gore Vidal and Norman 
Mailer, and columnists of the Left like Pearson, have been attacking Mr. 
Kennedy for a long time, and Mailer has just published a book of vituperation 
against Mr. Kennedy. Mailer is a notorious Leftist, and all Leftists are a, 
lethal. V ' 

Accordingly, I wrote Mr. Kennedy late last August warning him that 
i

he was in deadly dai^fcr_irom the Combine. I receive 

letter in reply. (We napjfor a long time, kept up a correspondence.) His re- 
ply did not satisfy me, so I wrote an article, published on October 31st, in a 
Catholic periodical, THE WANDERER, of St. Paul, Minn,, outlining my reasons 
for believing that the Combine would soon attempt to kill Mr. Kennedy. I sent 
copies to Mr. Kennedy and to my friend. Senator Thomas Dodd, (D.Conn) Be- ■ 
fore they had time to reply Mr. Kennedy was murdered. Judging from the liter- 
ature of the Combine, which they sent me over a period of years, I should say 
that Mr. Johnson, himself, is now in danger. 

Our State Department has some terrible questions to answer about Os- 
wald. I doubt they will be asked by Earl Warren, who, in 62 out of 63 decisions 
concerning known Communists, voted in favor of them and let them go. My 
grandmother used to tell me an Irish story about a judge, an Englishman in Ire- 
land, who was judge, jury, prosecuting attorney, hangman and local under- 
taker . Shortly before Mr. Kennedy was murdered Senator Dodd wrote me that 

everywhere he turns he confronts "a shapeless foe which moves like an enigma 
. over everything.” It is no enigma to me, nor is it to you. 

, A few days ago my husband was in a barber shop on Eggert Road east 
uf rMain Street, just near the Sample Shop, which is on Main. (Like all men, 
my husband does not know the name of his barber, to whom he has gone for 
years.) A very restless, "Oswald" type o i young man came in and out, in im- 
patience. The barber told iny husband that the young man had laughed in joy 
in the barber shop when the news came over the radio that our President had been 
shot, and that he had exclaimed something to the effect that_there'd be "more 
and more like that" until Communism conquered in America. The barber knows 
the young man's name, and could give it to you. No doubt the young man is as 
deranged as was Oswald - but when were Communists not deranged? The fact 
that they are mad makes them that more dangerous . - No doubt but that while 
the Dallas police were watching "Birchites" Oswald was being ignored as a 
"crack-pot." Like Rockwell, for instance. 

And, no doubt Rockwell's suggestion that the President be murdered 
was ignored because he is an agent provocateur of the Communist Party USA. 

If a so-called "Rightist" had made that suggestion he would have been scooped 
up at once. I have received, and still receive, conservative literature from 
both Democrat and Republican sources all over the country, and though it criti- 
cized policies of the President it never once suggested that Mr. Kennedy be 
harmed, nor did it ever attack him as a person - as Pearson often did - nor de- 
fame his family - as Pearson often did. 
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One wonders why that law' demanding the registration of all Communists 
as agents of a foreign government was never enforced. It was ignored, and it 
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books for years. Had Oswald been registered, openly,

President and myself as "fascist oppressors," and similar Communist ac- 
cusations. We would both, Sfcjd at least a couple of letters, meet with t i; 
the proper fate and "soon." Mr. Kennedy was apparently amused by the 
letters for I received only grateful acknowledgments from the White House 
and assurances that the President was not alarmed. I was. So I wrote a 
long article for THE WANDERER, a Catholic newspaper in St. Paul, out- 
ling why I was pretty certain that the Liberal/Socialist/Communist Con--’, 
spiracy would soon attempt the President's life - not only from the letters 
I had been receiving from those people but from the angry denunications of 
him which I read in the national press, both newspapers and magazines. ': -„ 
This article of mine was published in September, 1963, I believe. ' , J- 

A short time after the assassination a reporter from Dallas wrote , 
rne to mention that he had met me in Dallas a few years before, and that.- ,^ . 
he hod read my article in THE WANDERER, and that he was writing a bod.klil 
on the assassination, and that he had “sound information" that Oswald had 
not been alone but was only part of the Communist assassination team. His 
name, if I remember correctly. Was a James Koether or Korthe . I sent him .. 
the letters I had received from the White House and asked their return. I-.;t 
did not hear from him again, and so wrote him about a year or so ago ask- v 
ing for the letters as I wished to give them to the Kennedy Library. My let- 
ter was returned, stamped "Unknown" by the Postoffice. I don’t remember -4

A newspaperwoman in New York, Dorothy Kilgallen - who also 
appeared on a TV program - was a friend of mine. ‘ I sent her a copy of my - 
article and mentioned that it was my opinion that Oswald had not been -alone 
but was part of a general Communist conspiracy.

If I kept such things I'd have to have a warehouse of files.; Besides, Miss 
Kilgallen asked me to keep her letters, "confidential," and I usually destroy 
such letters immediately in order to preserve the writers' privacy, d,. 


The enclosed is dot the only letter I have been receiving on the, 
subject. Of course, I know a lot of it is inspired by malice or kooks' 
imagination. I do know tr&t-jgne said that Miss’ Kilgallen had asked an Oc, 
expert sharpshooter, and a former Marine, if it would have been possible*; 
for Oswald to shoot from such a distance and such accuracy, and in a mat- 
ter of seconds. The Marine told her "no." Miss Kilgallen did not inform :, 
me of this conversation between her and the Marine. An anonymous letter 
did. 

1 recently spoke in Tulsa and in Wisconsin, and mentioned that 
I had been disappointed that the American people had not risen angrily and 
put the Communists and their yellow- travelers out of business in the Unitec 
States after the assassination. Several people in Tulsa, who heard me 
speak, told me afterwards that the Warren Commission had been trying to v 
protect the Communists in America and that they "feared a blood bath if t he 
truth were known." Two men, in particular, told me tjnat they had "infor^p 
ation" to that effect, and that they were supplying it to some "well-knowrv 
newspaper people and other writers." One said that he knew Governor 
Connaliy very well and that the Governor "knew the truth," but was afraid 
to speak out. \ 


Well, it all seems very strange to me. If I get more informa-r 
tion, as the enclosed promises, I will pass it on to you. But it has seemec 
to me that the FBI and the Secret Service should be exonerated for any 
alleged "carelessness," such as that very, very "liberal" columnist. Drew

However, we have, in 
a very safe place, the tape recofdirigs of IRS agents' conversations with us in our house, 
and recordings of their threats on the telephone, and their demands for $10,000 in extortion 
to stop the frame-up on you in Washington." The FBI has copies, I believe, and also the 
criminal investigation division of the Treasury.

For, my husband, a veteran of World War 1, never did recover his badly injure 
health as a result of the terrible ordeal we suffered from the "gov’mint" from 1950-54.

Moreover, he had spent 30 years, hirnself, in the Department of Justice, end has a special 
citation from them. He loved his country. But when he found out that "his country" could 
do such a vile thing against decent, industrious tax-paying citizens, his heart almost brok 
He never recovered. I am made of sterner stuff. I remember what Cicero and Jefferson sai< 
that governments were the natural enemies of the people, and must be eternally watched or 
they would become tyrannous .

You may recall that the local IRS sent a local Mafia gangster, one Herman^ 
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Weinstein of Buffalo, to demand $10,000 from us "in small bills," to pay-off the "locafi 
boys" so they will stop "the frame-up against you" from Washington. Ke complained the 
the "gov’mint" vvas deadly annoyed by my entiCommunist books, articles and speeches, 
know that for myself, for David Niles had shook his fist in my face, before witnesses, a 
had shouted, "We have tax-ways of stopping people like you! " I received a similar tnre 
from a large newspaper publisher in Palm Beach, one David Stern, who told me "the tax 
boys will fix you." This was before the trouble started. 


Incidentally, I took the numbers of the $10,000 in bills and they were all trace 
to McGowan, Bickford and Weinstein. McGowan got $5,000 of it. We had paid the mon 
and taken the numbers, because we were terrorized. Our young daughter, Judy,-*^wa-J stut 
music in the summer of 1953 in Chautauqua, and one IRS agent, Bickford, called me at 3 
and said "we know where your kid is and We'll kill her, and your husband, too, if you ta 
these tape recordings into court." I immediately called the FBI, and the agent who answ 
a Mr. McMann, said sv3 would notify the* St$te Troopers immediately. Now, no word of c 
trouble had as yet hit the newspapers, so the caller could only have been Bickford, and J 
did recognize his voice. I suggdsted to Mr. McMann that he was only trying to frighten 
me, but Mr. McMann said, very seriously, "No. You can't put anything past those peop 
Amen, again. - I have the full transcripts of all the recordings taken in our house, a full 
48 pages, which may interest you to read, though I recall tntat I did tell you the whole 
story when we met in your office, and when you urged me to institute legal proceedings 
against the criminals. Again, I wish to God I had done .so. 

In 1954 I met a Judge Chillingsworth in Palm Beach, Florida. (Ke lived in 
West Palm Beach.) I told him our, story, and waited for him to be incredulous, but he sa 
"My dear girl, that is a very old i^ory about the IRS. I have files in my house of hundre 
of cases similar to yours, in Florida alone, and soon I am going to take action against t'r 
government and bxcuse the IRS nationally for what it is: Our SovietSecret Police, which 
is attempting to destroy every patriotic citizen who loves his country. The man you men 
from Buffalo’s office, Robert Bickford, lives in West Palm Beach now, and he is the bag- 
for the IRS throughout the state of Florida. We'll get them yet, my dear, we'll get them 
yet! I will write you very soon and ask you to come down to Florida in my courtroom anc 
testify , and bring your recordings . Will you do that? " I heartily promised. 

That was in early April. I never heard from Judge Chillingsworth. But in 
November I read in NEWSWEEK, "The murderers of Judge Chillingsworth and his wife hav 
never been found." Nor were his files against the IRS ever found. They had been aestre 
Later, a few years later, two men were arrested and convicted of his murder, but strange 
to say their background and their occupation were never revealed. I tried to get the , info 
ation from the Florida newspapers but they never answered, : ' . ; ' , )

The reason I am writing this is because of other "coincidences" which have 
come up lately. 
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this whole Northeast area, including New York State, wrote me that he had personally inv 
tigated our case .

It was his in 
vestigation, I believe, which ousted McGowan and Bickford, and caused the criminal pro:

I, myself, am a disabled veteran - 70% disability - and am going on 69 yea
